I have added a few of my own, with an Account of the Church pal Hun 
and Free- School of Faverſham, the funeral Monuments, and an- ius 
cient Inſcriptions in the ſeveral Churches of Faverſham, Shelwich, 
Preſton, Oſpringe, Bocton ſubtus le Bleyne, Herne-Hill, and 
Throwleigh, and of the pious and. charitable Henefactions given 
to the ſaid Pariſhes, according to the beſt Account I could get of 
them. | 

In collecting theſe laſt, I confeſs I've had this View; Not only 
to preſerve the Memory of the good Benefactors, and prevent the 
Benefactions themſelves from being imbezzeled and loſt, but to ſhew 
how weak. and groundleſs . the Reproach is which the Papiſts often 
caſt on us Proteſtants, and by which they deceive the Ignorant and 
Untbinking, viz. That we have been very defeflive in charitable 
Donations ever ſince we reformed from the Church of Rome. But 
bere it will be ſhewn in the Inſtances of two or three Country Pa- 
riſhes how falſe and groundleſs.a N eflection this is.

George Shakebag his companyon were 
kept in a ſtote houſe of Sir Anthony Agers at Preſton, by Greener appoyntmest, 
and thither came miſtreſſe Arden ro Tee him, bringing and ſending him nicate 
and drinke many times. He therfore lurking there and watching ſome op- 
portunitic for his purpoſe, was willed in any wiſe to be up carly in 13 
motning to lie in waite for maiſter Arden in a certaine brome-cloſe hetwixte 
Feuerſbam and the Fery( which cloſe he muſt needes paſſe) and there to do his 
feate. Now blacke Mill ſtotred in the morning betimes, but hee miſt the way 
and tatied in a wrong place. Mailtet Aden and his mah comming on their 
way ercly in the morning, towards“ Shorne/au where Sir Thomas Cheyny lay, 
as they were almoſt come ro the brome cloſe, his man alwayes fearing that 
black ill would kill him with ys mayſter, feined that he had loſt his purſe. 
Why, "ſaid his maiſter, thou fooliſh knaye, couldſt thou not fooke to thy 
purſe but loſe it? What was in it? three pound, ſaid he, Why then goe 
thy wayes backe agayne lyke a knave, ſaid his Maiſter, and ecke jt, for bee- 
ing {0 carely as it is, there is no mag ſtirring, ard therfore thou mailt de ſure 
to find it, and then como and duertake me at the Fery: But nevertheleſſe b 
reaſon that black Will loſt Tug WHY maiſter Aden eſcaped yet once agayne. 
At that time black Will yer thought he ſhould have bin ſure to haye met bim 
homewardes, but whethet that ſome cf theLord Wardens men accompanyed{ hin 
backe th, Flenbam, ot that being in doubt for that it was late, to, 206 de h 
the broomye-cloſe, and therefore tooke another way, Back Fl was diſ»ppoint- 
ed then'alfo,” But now St. Valentine faite being at hand the Gonſpiritors. 
thought to diſpatch their diveliſh intention at that tyme. A minded to 
picke ſame qdatren to waiſter Aude it the faite dd fight with him, for de 
ſayde he cold nor gad in HIS art to mutther a gentſeman in that ſort as his 
wife e lie hid made 4 Tolemne promiſe to him, and bee 
agaioe'to bir to Be in al pbynts as man and wife 'rogither, and thereuppoy” 
they both received the Sacrament one Sonday at London openly in 1 Church 
there. But this deviſe to fight with hym would not ſerve, for maiſter Arden 
both then and at. other times had bin gretly provoked. by Moby to fight-with 
him, hut hee, would got. Nowe Mey had. a fiſter that, dwelt in a tenement 
of mailter Arden neere to his houſe in Feverſbam ; and on the Faire even 
black Will was ſente ſor to come thither, and Greene bringing him thyther, 
met there with miſtres Saen accompanyed with Mbchaet hir man and one ot 
hir maides. There were alſo Mosby and George Shakebag and there they de- 
viſed to have him killed in manner as afterwards he was, but yet Moby, at 
the firſt, woulde not agreg do that cowardly murthering of him, but in a fury 
— D ene eee eee 05/157 ieee 
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flong away and went up the Abbey ftreete toward the Flower de lice the houſe - 
of the aforementioned Adam Foules where he did often hoſt : But before he 
came thirher now at this time a meſſenger overtook him that was ſente from 
miſtres Arden, deſiring him of all loves to come backe again to help to ac- 
compliſh the matter he knewe of. Heereupon he returned to hir again, and 
at his comming back ſhe fell down upon hir knees to him, ard beſought him 
ro goe through with the matter, as if he loved hir he would be contented to 
do: ſith, as ſhe had divers times told him; he needed not to doubt, for there 
was not any that would care for his death, nor make any great inquirie for 
them that ſhould diſpatch him. Thus ſhe being earneſt with him, at length 
he was contented to agree unto that horrible deniſe, and thereupon” they Feb, 15th 
conveyd black Wil into Maiſter Ardens houſe” putting him into a cloſer at the being Sunday 
end of his Parlour: Before this, they had ſent- our of the houſe'all the ſer- N. 5. 
vants, thoſe excepted which were privie to the deviſed murther. Then went 
Mosbie to the door and there ſtood in a nightegowne of ſilke girded about 
him, and this was betwixt ſixe and ſeuen of the clocke at nighte. Maiſtet 
Arden having bene at à neighbors houſe of his named Drimxskin, and having 
cleered certaine reconings betwixt them came home, and finding Mosbie ſtand- 
ing at the dote, asked him if it were ſupper time. I thinke not, quoth 
Mey, it is not yet ready, Then lette us goe and play a game at the'ta- 
bles in the meane ſeaſon, ſaid maiſter Arden, and ſo they went ſtreight into 
the Parlor.” And as they came by thorough the Hall, his wife was walking ö 
there, and maſter Arden ſaid, how nowe miſtres Ales ? but ſhee made ſmall 
aunſwer to him. In the meane time one cheined the wicket dore of the en- 
trie. When they came into the Parlor,” Morby ſate downe on the bench, ha- 
ving his face towarde the place where blacke N ſtoode. © Then Michaeli 
maſter Ardent man ſtode at his maiſters backe holding a candell in his hande 
to ſhaddowe blacke Wil that Arden might by no meanes perceive hym com- 
ming forth. In their play Moby ſaid thus (whiche ſeemed to be the watch 
word for b/acke Wills comming forth) now may I take you, Sir, if I will. 
Take me, quoth maiſter Arden, whych way? With that ace Vill ſtept 
forth, and caſt a towell aboute his necke, ſo to ſtoppe his breath and ſtrangle 
him. Then ny having at hys girdle a preſſing iron of 14 pound weight, 
ſtroke him on the head with the ſame; ſo that he fel downe and gaue a great 
grone, in ſo much that they thought hee had bin killed. Then they bare him 
away to ley him in the counting houſe, and as they were about to ley him 
down," the pangs of death comming on him, he gaue a greate grone and 
ſtretched himſelf, and then Hack Vi gave him a great gaſh in the face, and 
ſo killed him out of hand, laid him along, tooke the money out of his purſe, 
and the rings from hys fingers, and then comming out of the counting houſe 
ſad, no this feate is done give me my money, ſo miſtreſs Arden gave him 
ten pound. And he commyng to 8 had a hotſe of him, and fo rode his 
ways. 
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ways. After that black Will was gone miſtreſs Arden came into the count- 
When black ing houſe, and with a knife gave hym ſeven or eight pricks into the breſt. 
* 1 Then they made clene the Parlor, tooke a clout and wiped where it was 
1 bloudy, and ſtrewed agayn the ruſhes that were ſhuffled with ſtrugling, and 
houſe, he 1e- caſt the clout with which they wiped the blood, and the knife that was bloudy 
turned forth- he tewith ſhe had wounded hir husband into a tubbe by the welles fide, 
with toC3/*) wher afterward both the ſame cloute and knife were founde. Thus thys 
and there re. wicked woman with hir complices moſt ſnamefully murthered hir owne hus- 
ceived for his band who moſt entierly loued hir all his life time. Then ſhe ſente for two 
doing the ſum Londoners to ſupper, the one named Prune, & the other Cole that were Gro - 
Wy $4. hieb ſers, which before the murder was committed were bidden to ſupper. When 
ws hos angel they came, ſhe ſaid, I marvel! where maiſter Arden is: wel, we wil not taric. 
tore sppoint- for him, come ye and ſitte downe, for he will not be long. Then Mosbye's 
ed for his re- ſiſtter was ſente for, ſhe came and ſate downe, and ſo they were merrie.. 
ward. MS. After ſupper, miſtres Arden cauſed hir daughter to play on the virginals, 
they danced, and ſne with them, aud ſo ſeemed to protracte time as it were, 
til maiſter Arden ſhould come, and ſhe ſaid, I marvel where he is ſo long, wel, 
hee will come anone I am ſure, I pray you in the meane while let us play a 
game at the tables. But the Loudozers (aid they muſt goe to their boſtes houſe, 
or elſe they ſhuld be ſhut out at dores, and fo taking their leave departed. 
When they were gone, the ſervants that were not privie to the murther were 
* Mi:hac1 ſent abroade into the Towne, ſome to ſeeke their mailter, and ſome of other 
' Seunderſen, errands, all ſauing * Michael and a maid, Mebye's filter, and one of miſtreſſe 
*Eliſabeth Arden 's own daughters. Then they rogke the dead body and caryed it out 
11 to lay it in a + fielde next to the Churche-yarde, and joining to his garden 
Le Grft wall, through the which he went ta the Churche, In the meane time it be- 
on the back= gan to ſno we, and when they came to the garden- gate they remembred that 
ſide of Ar= they had forgotten the kay, and one went in far it, and finding it, at length 
d'ns garden brought it, opened the gate and caried the corps into the ſame field, as it 
Ms were ten paces from the garden gate, and laid him downe on his backe 
ſtreight in his night gowne, with his ſlippers on, and betwene one of his (l;p- 

pers and his. foore a long ruſh or two remained. . When they bad thus lay 
him down, they returned the ſame way they came through the garden into 
the houſe. They beeyng returned thus backe againe into the houſe , the dores 
were opened, and the ſeryauntes returned home that had bin ſent abrode, and 
being now very late ſhe ſente forthe, hir folkes againe to make enquirie for 

him in divers places, namely among the beſt in the towne where he was 

to be, who made anſwere that they could tel nothing of him. I hen ſhe be- 
gan to make an outcry, and ſaid, never woman had ſuch neighbors as I have, 
and herewith wepte, iaſomuch that hir neighbors came in and found hir ma- 
king great lamentation, pretevding to marvell what was become of hir hus- 


bande: wherupon the Mayor and others came to make ſearch for him. Te 
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faire was wont To bee kepte partly in the Towne, partly in the Abbey, but 
Arden for his owne private lucre and covetous gaine had this preſent yere 
ured it to be wholly kepte within the Abbey ground which he had pur- 
chaſed, and ſo reaping al the gaynes to himſelſe, and bereaving the Towne ot 
that pottion which was wont to come to the inhabitants gore many a bitter 
curſe. The Maior going about the faire in this ſearch, at length came to the 
nd where Arden lay, and as it happened, Prune the groſſer getting fight 

of him, firſt ſaid, ſtay, for methinke I ſee one lye heere, and ſo they looking 
and beholding the body found that it was maiſter Arden lying there through- 
ly dead; and viewing diligently the maner of his body and hurtes, founde 
the ruſhes ſticking in his flippers, and marking further eſpyed certaine foot- 
by reaſon of the ſnowe, betwixt the place wher he lay, and the gar- 

den dore. Then the Maior commanded every man to ſtay, and herewith 
appointed ſome to goe about, and to come in at the inner fide of the houſe 
thorough the garden as the way lay to the place where maiſter Arden, dead 
body did lye, who al the way as they came perceyved footings ſtill betore 
them in the ſnowe, and ſo it appeared plainly that he was brought along 
that way from the houſe-thorough the garden, and ſo into the field where 
he lay. Then the Maior and his company that were with him went into 
the houſe, and knowing hir evil demeanor in times paſt, examined hir of the 
matter, but ſhe defyed them and ſaid, I would you ſhould know I am no 
ſuch woman. Then they examined hir ſeruants, and in the examination 
by reaſon of a peece of his heare and blond founde neere to the houſe in 
the way by the which they caried him forth, and likewiſe by the knife with 
which ſhe had thruſt him into the breſt, and the clout wherewith they wipt 
the blood away whiche they found in the tubbe into which the ſame were 
throwen, they al confeſled the matter, and hir ſelt beholding hir husbands 
bloud, ſaid, Oh the bloud of GOD help, tor this bloud have I ſhed. Then 
were they al attached & committed to priſon. And the Maior with ochers 
preſently went to the Flower de lice where they found Moby in bed; and as 
they came. towards him they eſpyed his hoſe and purſe ſtayned with ſome 
of maiſter Ardens bloud ; and when he asked what they meant by their com- 
ming in ſuch ſort, they {aid fee, here ye may underſtande wheretore, by theſe 
tokens, ſhewing him the bloud on his hoſe and purſe. Then he confeſſed the 
deede, and ſo he and al the other that had conſpired the murder, were ap- 
ptehended and layd in priſon, excepte Greene, black Will, and the Painter, 
which Painter and George Shakebag chat was alſo fledde before, were never 
heard of. Shortly were the Seſſions kept at Fuerſbam where all the pri- 
ſoners were arraigned and condemned. And thereupon being examined whi- 
ther they had any other complices, miſtres Arden accuſed Brad/baw uppon oc- 
caſion of the letter ſent by Greene from Graveſend (as before ye have heard) 
which. words hadde none other A but only by Bradbawes GEE 
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of black Wills qualities, Greene judged him à meete inſtrument for the exe- 
cution of their ptetended murther : whereunto notwithſtanding (as Greene con- 
ſeſſed at his. death certaine yeares aſter) this Bradhaw was never made privie, 
howbeit he was uppon this accuſation of miſtres Arden immediately ſent, for 
ro.the Seſſions and indited; and declaration made againſt him as a procurer 
of black Will to kill maiſter Arden, which proceeded wholly by miſunder- 
ſtanding of the wordes conteyned in the letter which he brought from Greene. 
Then hee deſired to talke with the perſons condemned, and his requeſt: was 
granted: hee therefore demaunded of them if they knew him, or ever had 
any converſaticn with him, and they all ſaid, no. Then the letter being ſhew- 
ed and redde, he declared the very trueth of the matter, and upon what oc- 
caſion he told Greene of blacke Mil, neuertheleſſe hee was condemned and 
ſuffered. Theſe condemned perſons were diverſly executed in {undry places; 
for Michaell maiſter Ardens man was hanged in chaynes at Feuer/bam, and one 
of the maides was brent there, pitifully bewailing hir caſe, and cried out 
on hit miſtres that had brought hir to this ende for the whiche ſhe would ne- 
uer forgive hir. Moby and his ſiſter were hanged in Smith field at London. 
Miſtres Arden was burned at Caunterbury the 14 of March: Greene came à- 
gayne certayne yeares after, was apprehended, condemned, and hanged in 
cheynes in the hygh way betwixt Oſpring and Boughton agaynſte Fuerſbam 
black Will was brent on a ſcaffolde at Fliſhinge in Zelaud Adam Fbule thac 
dwelt at the Floure de lice in Fruerſbam was brought into trouble about this 
matter, and caried up to London with his leggs bound under the horſe belly, 
and committed to priſon in the Marſbalſea, fox chat Mosby was heard to ſay, 
bad it not bin for Adam Foul I hadd not come to this trouble, meaning that 
the bringing of the ſiluer dice for a token to him from miſtres Arden, as ye 
have heard, occaſioned him to renue familiaritie with hir agayne: But when 
the matter was throughly ripped up, and that Mosby had clered him proteſt- 
ing that he was neuer of knowledge in any behalfe to the murther, the man's 
innocencie preſeryed him. This one thing ſeemeth very ſtrange and notable 
touching maiſter Arden, that in the place where he was layd being dead, all 
the proportiòn of his body might be ſeene two yeares after and more, ſo 
playne as could be; for the * graſſe did not growe where his body had 
touched. but betweene his legges, betweene hys armes, and about the holow- 
* Dr. Richard Hall or Th»: Baily tells the like ſtory ot Bp. Fiſher's grave in Barkin Church 
yard ; that for ſeven years after his burial there grew neither leaf nor graſſe wpon it; which is far 
trom a Miracle in a Tenden Church yard. But its very probable that the graſs was kept from 
growing where Mr. A-dzn's body lay by art: as was done at Colcbefter, in keeping the ground 

re where the bodies of thoſe brave gentlemen Sir Charles Lucas and Sir George Liſle fell when 
they were ſhotin the Caſſ le. green, for the ſake of getting money by ſhewing people this lying wor- 
der. Thus, we are told, the Popiſh Prieſts in K. Henry VIII time poured Sope-aſhes cn Mr. Pe. 
. tits grave in the Church Yard, to prove him an Heretick, affirming that COD would not fuffer

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neſs of his necke, and round about his bod: and where his legges, armes, 
head, or any part of his body had touched no graſſe growed at all of all 
that time; ſo that many ſtrangers came in that meane time, beſide the 
Towneſmen to ſee the print of his body there on the ground in that field, 
which fielde he hadde (as ſome have reported) cruelly taken from a woman 
that had bin a widow to one Cooke, and after married to one Richarde Read a 
mariner, to the great hindrance of hir and hir husband the ſayd Read, for they 
had long enjoyed it by a leaſſe whiche they had of ic for many yeares not 
then expired: neuertheleſſe he got it from them, for the which the ſaide 
Reade's wife not only exclaymed againſt him, in ſheading many a ſalte 
teare, but alſo curſed him moſt bitterly euen ro his face, wiſhing many a 
vengeance to light upon him, and that all the worlde might wonder on him: 
which was thought then to come to / paſs, when he was thus murthered, and 
lay in that fielde from midnight till the morning, and ſo all that day, being 
the fayre day, till night, all the whyche daye there were many hundreds of 
people came wondering aboute hym. And thus far touching this horrible and

Viz. ex dane T. M. — tem, I give to the Vicar of Faverſham for the time 
beinge tenn pounds, ———— All my bookes which Mr. Craſſe ſhall thinke fit 
ſor the Library begunne by Mr. Rawley (excepte ſuch Engliſhe bookes as 
my wife pleaſeth to uſe) I give to the Major, Jurates and Commonalty of 
Faverſham aforeſaid for the increaſing of the ſaid Library. Item, I give 
and bequeath to the Major, Jurates and Commonaltye of the Town of Fa- 
verſbam for the time being one thouſand poundes to be paid unto them with- 
in tenn years pext after my deceaſe by my ſaid Executor. Provided never- 
theleſs and my will is that yt my ſaid Executor ſhall within eight years next 
after my deceaſe with the adviſe of the ſaid Major and Jurates, and for and 
in the name of the ſaid Major and Jurates and Commonalty purchaſe a con- 
venient place within the Town and Liberty of Faverſbam for the building of 
6xe convenient dwelling houſes, and ſhall thereupon build fix convenient 
dwelling houſes of bricke all under one roofe, and ſhall make them fit for 
ſix poore people to dwell therein, and ſhall likewiſe within the {aid time of 
eight yeares next after my deceaſe purchaſe for and in the name of the ſaid 
Major, uratts and Commonalty for the time being ſo much land as ſhall 
be yearly worthe thirty pounds at a reaſonable rent, that then my Will

will that Dorothie my {aid Wife ſhall have the nominating of ſixe poore wid- 
dowes of the Towne and Libertye of Faverſham to have there dwellinges 
in the {aid ſixe houſes duringe ther widdowhods, except upon due proofe 
of there or any of there, miſdemeanour they or any of them ſhall be thought 
unworthie: of the place, the ſame to be heard and determined and foe dif--

Of the Founders, &c. of this Abby. 


IHE Abby of Fraerſbam was founded and firft endowed . 
by King Stepben and Aaud or MHolde his Queen, in the 11th, AD. 1147. 
tath and 13th Years of his Reign for the Salvation of his 22 * 
| ownSoul;the Soul of Queen Afaud his Wife, and of Euſtacbias Coll Xo 
bis Son, and of the Souls of his otherChaldren, and of his {hy 
= Predeceſfors Kings of England. Thus Robert of Gloucefter tells 
| us, that The Abbey of Rverſhame was founded in the Yere Grewila  - 
— ec cure Lord m.cxlix. and that in the Yere of our Lorde 
, m.cliv, deyed Ryng Stepbene, and was buryed attFewerſhame in Kent, vij myle fro 
„in Mynſtre of Frenſhe Monkes that Aolde kyng Stephre's queene had 
founded newe in the worſhip of the Croys. That this Abby was thus founded 
by the Queen as well as by King Stephen is evident from the King's Charter, where 
it's aſſerted that the Eſtate given in exchange for the Mannor of Fazerſham 
ſetled on this Abby, was de bereditate Regine, of the Queen's Inheritance. 
Accordingly we are told, That the Queen whilſt this Abby was building

of the demeſnes of this Manner, vic. in Meadows adjoyning to the Creek 
aforementioned was this Abby built. A fituation, one would think, but ill 
choſen; it lying low and damp, and ſubjett to Fogs, and the Water 'mooriftr 
and brackiſn; and yet by the account hereafter given of the ſucceſſion of the 
Abbats of this Houſe, it appears that many of them lived to be very aged. 

By the little that now remains of the building of this Abby, which is only 
two gate - houſes and a little Oratory or Chapel, one would gueſs it to be but 
of a mean and clumſie ſtructure. At the outer gate was the Porter's Lodge, 
and the Almnery or Aumbry wherein poor and- impotent people were relieved 
by the charity of the Abby, or rather of thoſe good people who made the 


pel belonging to this Aumbry, whither the poor le here relieved 
uſed to reſort to perform their devotions, is yet ſtanding in the little meadow 
and converted into a ſtable. The Porter's lodge is yet 'a dwelling Honſe.'

Mr. Southougſe tells us, that in the Sacriſtie ſtood the Abby Church, but Monaflicon = 
© that it is fo totally demoliſhed that there is not ſo moch as a ſtone or Faverſham, - 


© under pinning left to inform poſterity whereabouts it ſtood.“ This has 
tempted me to think that really there was no other Church within the pre- 
cinits of the Abby befides the Chapel above-mentioned, whither the Convent 
uſed to reſort for their private Devotions, and that for their more ſolemn Re- 
ligious Services they made uſeè of the Church of our Lady of Charity, the pariſh 
urch, which ſtands juſt. by the precinfts of the Abby. Robert Fale, ſome 
time of the Town of Faverſham, of whom was purchaſed Pomng's Marſh and 
the 35 acres of Land in Enel field, by his laſt Will bequeaths his body to be 
buried in the Monaſtery of Faverſbam in the Chapel of Pjetie-roode there: 
Which ſeems to intimate as it this Chapel was the only place in the Monaftery 
dedicated to the uſẽ of Religious Worſhip. Here, very probably, were like- 
wiſe buried the bodies of K. Stephen and Maud his Queen the Founders of this 
Abby, and of Prince Euſtace their ſon. But of this I pretend not to be cer- 
tain. In memory of the. Queen, whom the Monks call the good Queen becauſe 
ſhe was fo great a benefactreſs to them, ſome of them have made the following

It was not long after this chariteble endowment, that the ſtorm of diſſolu- 


tion {ll on this Abby in common'to the other religiops Houſes, as they were 
called, thro out the Kingdom. This firſt fell on the leſſer houſes, in the 27th 
of the King's reign, whoſe revenues were under 200 1. per annum, for the dil 
ſolving which the King was enabled by an Act of Parliament which paſſed in 
that year, and gave to His Majeſty and his Heirs for ever all and fingular ſach 
Monaſteries, Priories, and other Houſes of Monks, Canons and Nuns of what 
kinds of diverſities of habits, rules or order ſoever they be called or 
which have not in lands, tenements, rents, tithes, portions and other heredita- 
ments above the clear yearly value of two hundred pounds. For theſe" diſſd- 
lutions Pope Clement VII, had made a precedent by his giving Licenſe to Cardi- 
nal Wolſey, Biſhop Fox and Biſhop Fiſher to diffolve ſeveral of theſe Houſes, -and 
apply. their revenues to other purpoſes. The former of theſe obtained a diſſdlu- 
tion of above .30. of theſe Houſes, for the rang and endowing his Colleges

| ROxfod and Nee Indeed to ſuch an Exceſs of buildirig and endowing ſuch 


ſort of Houſes had the ſuperſtitious humour of thoſe times carried men, who 

conceited that 'by theſe ſort of endowments they had a participation of 
all he Maſſes, Prayers, Faſts, Alms, Abſtinences, Vigils, Labours, and the o- 
ther good Acts performed by the Monks and Friers, whilft they were alive and 
after they were dead, that they were become a Burthen to the Kingdom, and 


an Hindrance to one another. Their numbers were encreaſed beyond all man- 


ner of proportion, which was a perfect rob of the publick, as deprivi 
£&-0f & nine hands which might have been ſerviceable to it in the Traffic 


. and Manufattures on which it fo much depends. Sir Thomas More complained 


of ſome of theſe Abbats that, Holy men as they profeſſed themſelves, they 
were not content to be no ways uſeful to the publick, but they muſt do what 
they could to incommode.it. Not ſatisfied with the annual rents and profits 
which were wont to accrue from their Farms to their Predeceſſors, nor think- 
ing it ſufficient that they lived in idleneſs 2 they left nothirig for a- 
gricuſture, but encloſed all for paſture, demoliſhed houſes, ruined Towns, lea- 
ving only the Church to fold the ſheep in: illi boni viri babitationes omnes, e 
quicquid uſquanyeſt culti, . vertunt in ſolitudinem. Ergo ut units belluo ineæplebilis ac 
dira peſtis patriæ, continuatis agris, aliquot millia jugerum uno circundet ſepto, ejiciun- 
tur coloni quidam ſuis, etiam aut circumſcyipti fraude, aut vi oppreſſi exuuntur, aut fa- 
tig ati  i1ueriis 3 ad denditionem. For the Religious were now become 
lords of little leſs than the one half ofthe Temporalties of the Kingdom, vhich 
they not only employed in weakning the hands of their lawfal Princes, and 
betraying the ſovereiguty of the Kingdom to the uſurpation of a deteſtable 
foreign power, but in oppreſſing and defrauding their fellow ſubjetts. Our An- 
nalift Sow obſerves, that there were found in England, at the time of the Con- 
queſt, 60, 211 Knights-Fees, whereof the Religious Houſes before their Sup- 
preſſion were poſſeſſed of 28, 015. So true was the obſervation of a lear-

of them, they made à prey, not now, (as thoſe craving Phariſees of old whoſe 
fimplicity they pitied) of Widaws houſes, but of goodly Lordſhips and whole 
Countries before them 

Nor did the Church leſs groan under the weight of theſe Abby- lubhers than 
the State: fince they were perpetually ingroſſing into their hands the fruits 
of moſt of the beſt benefices in the Realm, allowing ſcarce ſo much as the 
chaff towards the maintenance of thoſe that trod out the Com. Where they 
could not get the tithes and Glebe, for which they heartily ſollicited, there 
they procured the patrons to load their Benefices with penſions. So that, very 
probably, had theſe Religious Houſes, as they were falſly called, been conti- 
nued, there had not at this time been left fo much as one Benefice or Pariffi 
Church thro'out the Kingdom whoſe glebes and Tithes were not in part or 
wholly alienated; or out of which a penſion was not go be paid to fome Con- 
vent or other. After the State thought fit for its own ſecurity to lay re-

common prayers of the Faithful, the Monks and Friers had almoſt. engroſſed 
to themſelves the Confeſſions, Obits, Trentals, &c. ot the Nobility, Gentry, &c. 
who were both able and willing to pay largely for them. Of this the Wills 
of thoſe who died at this time are ſufficient evidences. So that the Curates 
or Pariſh Prieſts were generally deſpiſed, and had ſcarce any to minifter to, 
but ſuch as were ſo poor and indigent as not to be able to come up to the 
high price Which the Religious demanded for their Maſſes, Diriges, &c. 
and being buried in their Cloyſters. 

Upon theſe accounts and many others which might be mentioned, it was 
not only a piece of State-policy,with whoſe intereſt it was by no means conſiſ- 


tent to have ſo many idle and unprofitable hands mewed up in Cloyfters, but 
an act oſ Religion to purge the Land of theſe overſpreading and deftroying lo-

cuſts, who were. dom they could to corrupt mens minds, and deſtroy 
in them the true notions of religious worſhip, and perpetually contriving how 
to rob God in his tithes and offerings, and to make thole who miniſtered in 
things pertaining to Him, contemptible and bale before all the people.

William de Luddi ubam, Patron of the Church of Lyddcxbam hard by Faverſham, 
in which he recites that © He had given this Church to the Abbat and Con- 
vent of St. Saviouy's of Faverſham, and that he had made this Alms, Dona- 
tion and Oblation in the Church of the Convent, cn the altar per cultellum, 
with the conſent of his heir Mabilia his daughter, and Gy/e his wife, in the 
preſence of the Convent and a great many of the Clergy and Laity; and 
that William de Inſula, who ſometime after married his daughter, devoutly 
intreating in the Chapter of the faid Church of St. Sai s the Fraternity 
ang Communion of its benefits, and likewiſe taking the Text of the Goſpels 
and placing upon the Altar this Charity, both generouſly granted it, and 
faithfully promiſed before the Altar that he would maintain it.” But not- 
withſtanding the rehearfal of all this formality, and a Bull of Pope Gregory X. 
A. D. 1274, for confirming the Appropriation of this Church, Fw Convent, 
it ſeems, was forc'd to be content with a large penſion paid them out of it.

+ In the ſame reign we find the following gifts or benefactions to the Abby 
for the augmenting its Eſtate. Sir John Fyneux chief Juſtice of the Common 
Pleas who had been Bailiff of the Abby, Edward Guildford, Wilkam Crowmey, 
George Guildford and Lodowick Clifford Eſquires, by licenſe of the King gave 
unto this Abby thirty two acres of land called Upland with a certain barn 

. thereupon builded; and alſo a Marſh called Gore-Marſh adjoining to the ſaid 
thirty two acres in the pariſhes of Boon under the Blene, and Heyne-bill. - 

The faid Sir Jobn Fyneux gave bkewiſe twenty three acres of other land to 
this Abby, lying at Hegdale in Preſton juſt by the Town of Faverſham. In

Upon the return of an Ad quod dammom (for that was the way after- the 
Statute of Mortmain) it was certified that Wiliam"Brooke, John Goodwin, and 
John Goodhew, might give, without prejudice to the King, unto this Monaſ- 
tery of St. Saviour's at Faverſham, eleven acres of land called Mentylbam, and 
twelve acres of land called œelbam or Colkebam with their appurtepances' in 
Herne-bill. - * 

At the ſame time Richard Colwell obtained a licenſe to give unto this Abby 
eighty fix acres of falt-marſh called Jwian-marſh in the pariſh ot St. Thomas 
the A e in the Iſle of Harty. This Richard Colwell hes buried in the pariſm 
Church of Favey at every corner of whoſe Tomb-ſtone there is pour- 
traited a WELL, and underneath written the word COL. an antient f > ral 
to intimate to poſterity peoples names, and called a rehus, becauſe, as 
Dr. Skinner ſays, convenient rebus 3 ſuis. 

In the 21ſt year of this Prince, Robert Fale of Faverſham by his laſt Will 
gave to the Abbat and Convent his Barn and Curtilage and the -gardens on - 
the Eaſt - ſide thereof, and to have ladder-room on the Weſt-ſide of the ſaid 
Barn to do reparacions on the faid Barn whan nede ſhall require as it was 
then yncloſed from his grete garden, to theym and theyr ſacceſſours for 
ever, upon condition that the ſaid Abbat and Convent made fale and deliver'd 
all ſach tenements, ſhambles and ground that he had, and be bownde-yn 
a convenient bonde unto the Vicar of Faveyſham for the time being to pro- 
vide yerly eight loads of *logg-wood for the Culefacty, &c. as has been ſaid 
already. | | ** 

Notwithſtanding all theſe gifts to augment the Eſtate and Income of the 
Abby, at its difſolution we find the whole of it valued at no more than 
286 I. 12 5. 6 d. halfpeny per annum: but 561. 15 f. 2 d.balfpeny per ann. more 
than it was valued in K. Richard 11's time; and but 31k 25. 4 d. batfpeny 
more than the Eſtate was computed to be 14 Hen. VII. before any of theſe 
Lands, c. were given to it. But in theſe ſeveral Valuations: no manner of 
notice is taken of any Spiritualities or Temporalities belonging to this Abby 
in any other place beſides the Dioceſe of Canterbury, © So that very probably, 
either the Abby never enjoyed the Mannor of Trengis which Q. Maud is faid 
to have beſtowed on it, or it was exchanged for tome other Eftate in the 
Dioceſe of Canterbury more eonvement for the Abby. |

The Cuſtom of flying to the Church for Sanctuary was taken from the Law, 
1 Kiogs ij. and practice of the Jews, among hom it was uſual for offenders to flee untothe 
23. ©" Pabermnacle of the Lord, and vatch bold on the boyns of the +Altar in order to protect 
themſelves from the paniſhment of death to which they lay liable. It is ſaid 
to have been firft introduced into the Chriſtian Chureh in the time of Cunſtan- 
tine the great, and feems at᷑ firſt to have been a privilege more peculiarly an- 
next to the Lord's Table, which was therefore called ITbe Tubie from-whreh- no 
one could be yaviſhed oy taten away. © It was aſterwards enlarged to the Body of 
the Church, and by the Thecdean Code wag extended to the Precintts of it, 
viz. to the Houſes and Lodgings of the Biſhops and Clergy, and to their Gar- 
dens, Baths; Courts, and Cloyfters..- 5 
Ihe deſign of this Privilege was not to patronize wickedneſs, or ta ſhelter 
men from the due execution of Juftice, or the force of the Laws in ordinary 
caſes; but. chiefly to be a Refuge for the Innocent, the Injured and Oppreſſed: 
or in doubtſul caſes, whether Criminal or Civil, only to give men protettion ſo 
long, till they might have an equitab le and fair hearing of the judges, and not 
be proceeded againſt barbarouſſy and rigorouſly under pretence and colour of 
Jaftice : or at moſt only to give Biſhops opportunity, as then was the uſage, 
to intercede for Criminals and Delinquents in ſuch caſes as it was both becom- 
ing and lawful-for Biſhops to turn Interceſſors. To which may be added, that 
here in England the reaſon given for allowing Criminals this privilege was, that 
they might amend their lives, and that this was the main reaſon why many 
Religious Houſes were allowed 4 way SanFudyy, or for the life of the Offen- 
der; that he might there ſpend the remainder of his days in Piety and De- 
votion. 
What the Privilege of Sanctuary, granted to this Abby was, does not ap- 
pear; Whether it was that for 40 days only, or that for Life, or during the

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criminal's Pleaſure, It's plain by a record of the Mayor of Faver/ham in his NMonaſlicon 
red booke --- that this Abby had this Privilege, but whether of common right, Fewer ſhow. 3 
or by ſpecial grant we are not certain.

© day after He Feaſt of St. Alpbage 2 Henry IV. William Clerk Hoſier, fled. to the A. D. 149% 


© Church of St. Saviour of Faverſham for Sanctuary and deſired the Coroner. On 
* which William Ledys Major and Coroner of the Lord the King in bac parte, 
© went to the aforeſaid place, and before him the aforeſaid Clerk acknowledged. 
© himſelf to be a felon of the Lord the King, and confeſſed that on Sunday on 
© the Feaſt of St. Stephen in the year aboveſaid, he feloniouſly ſtole from 
© Agnes Thorneton of Newcaſtle on Tyne one 2 of Beads value two ſſullings, 
© and defired that, according to the Law and Cuſtom of England, he — — 
© he delivered from the Church. On which being led to the doors of the

For which our 
Canonift Lyndwood gives this reafon : That no ought to ſtraiten him, 
who has committed himſelf co the Lord's Cloiſters for protection. By K. F4- 
wirds Laws it was provided, That whoſoever ſhould lay violent hands on him 
who had' fled"to theſe places of finftvary, if ie was an Abby or Religious 
Houſe the offender ſhould pa one hundred ſhillings ; if a Parochial Mother 
Church, twenty ſhillings ; if a Chapel, ten ſhillings. Archbiſhop Boniface,

Theſe wiſe proviſions not being an effectual remedy for the miſchiefs com- 
plained of, fix Years after it was enacted by the King's Majeſty in Parliament, 
That all manner of Sanftuaries ſhall utterly be ' extinguiſhed, except Pariſh- 
” Churches 
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Churches and their Church-yards, Cathedral Churches, Hoſpitals and Chur- 
ches Collegiate,” and all Chapels dedicated and uſed as Pariſh Churches : and 
that Wells in the County of Somerſet, Weſtminſter, Mancheſter, Northamptor, 
Norwich, Tork, Derby, and Launceſton, ſhould be places of privilege for term 
of Life: ſo that perſons taking ſanctuary in any Church, &c. might abjure 
to any of theſe places not being full of the number appointed. This number 
was twenty, who were to be regiftred, and every day called over by the Go- 
vernors of theſe privileged places. By the ſame Act it was ordained, That : 
the privilege of Sanctuary ſhould not extend to wilful murder, raviſhment of 
women, burglary, robbery on the highway, or houſes, or of Churches and 
Chapels, burning of houſes or bars, nor to any abetters of ſuch offenders. 

II. Our Abby had the Franchiſe of Sepulture. Dr. Wiclif reckons Burying 
one of the three Privileges granted to the Religious by the Popes: and it was 
indeed, as they managed it, a very gainful one. They were paid very large-Bp. E 
yy for breaking the Ground in their Churches and Cloiſters, and had the Kt 122 
of turning the graves there made into ſhrines, and of receiving a preſent tian 
under the name of an Offering for every viſit that was made to them. They 
had befides the fee for Trentals, which was an Angel or ten ſhillings. Now, 
as an opinion was raiſed of the more than ordinary Holineſs of the Religious 
Houſes, it ſoon” became faſhionable for thoſe who were of ability, to order 
their ſepulture in their Churches and Cloiſters as places of greater ſecurity 
and more beneficial to their dead bodies than their own Pariſh Churches and 
Cemiteries which werè reckoned not ſo Holy. Accordingly Chaucey repreſents Feck Upland, 
the Friers as preſſing upon rich people, and inticing them to be buried among No. 36. 
them from their Pariſh Churches, that 10 they might have the advantage 
ariſing from ſach Funerals.

parts, according to the purpoſe and intention ot Dr. Cole in his Foundation of 7 — 
one in the late Abby, and to ſettle on it the Lands with which he had en- 
dowed that School, and which were now in the poſſc ſſion of the Crown. This 
Petition Her Majeſtie granted, and by her Royal Charter, dated July 14 in A. D. 1576; 
che eighteenth Year of Her reign, ordained that the Major, Jurates and Com- |

-nours of the Revenues of the {aid School, which was to be called The Fee

The Queen moreover ordained by the ſaid Charter that the power of nomi- 
nating a Schoolmaſter for this School ſhould be in the Warden or Sub- warden 
and the ſix ſenior Fellows of All-ſouls College in Oxford, who ſhould likewiſe 
remove or diſplace from time to time the ſaid Maſter, as to them fhould ſeem 
for the better: That the faid Warden or Sub-warden, and the foreſaid ſeniors, 
or the major part of them, together with the Major, Jurates and Common. 
alty of the Town of Faverſham, or the major part of them, ſhonld make fit 
and wholeſome rules, ſtatutes, &c. in writing, concerning the government and 
Airection of the Schoolmaſter, and Scholars of the aforeſaid School, and the 
ſtipend and ſalary of the Schoolmaſter, and the diſpoſition of the rents, re- 
venues, hereditaments, and goods of the ſaid School; which Statutes ſhould 
tbe inviolably obſerved :' That if a School-maſter, on any vacancy, was not

ance, the “ Archbp. of Canterbury for the time being ſhonld appoint a fit per- 
| Jon for this place of School-maſter : That the Governors of the revenues of 
this School ſhould pay to the School-maſter for the time bemg twenty pounds 
of lawful money of England at the ſeveral Feaſts of the Nativity of St. John 
the Baptiſt, St. Afichael the 2 the Nativity of our Lord, and the 
Annunciation of the Bleſſed Marie the Virgin: and ſhould have Licence for 
purchaſing Lands to the value of twenty pounds per annum for the better ſup- 
port and maintenance of the ſaid School, notwithſtanding the Statute of Afort- 
man. 
According to the powers granted by this Charter to the Warden or Sub- 
warden and the fix ſenior Fellows of All-Souls College, together with the Ma- 
jor, Jurates, &'c. of the Town of Faverſham, to make Statutes for the govern- 
ment of this Free-School, were Orders made and eſtabliſhed by Robert Hove- 
den Warden of All-Souls, &c. in the Year 16 - according to which the School 
is at preſent governed. And as the Rents of the Eſtate with which this 
School is endowed have been improved fince the firſt foundation and ſettle- 
ment of it, ſome addition has been made to the poor ſtipend of the Maſter 
.according to the intention of the Royal Founder. | FAS,” 
The School-houſe, which ſtands within the precincts of the late Abby, is 
very pleaſantly fituated on the North- ſide of the Church-yard, thro? which the 
way lies to it from the Town. It conſiſts of an upper ſpacious room for 
the teaching of the Youth, and a cloſet for the Maſter, under which is a

Church of Faverſham, ſo near that one would have thought it might have 


tſerved the Religious of the Abby without building a new one: But it 


ſeems it did not. It is dedicated to St. Adary of Charity, as the Priory in France 
was on which: the Monks of Cur; depended, and was commonly called Our 


5. Lady's Church of Futenſbam. It was of the undoubted Patronage of the Ki 
Therw Chron. who was Lord of the Mannor. But the Monks of St. Auſtins Abby tell us

that K. Niam the Conqueror in the Vrar 00 granted to their Abby, 
for the ſalvation of his oy ſoul, and of the ſouls of his Parents and 
ſors, and of thoſe who ſucceeded him by an hereditary righit, the Churches and 
Tithes of the two Mannors of Faverſham and Middleton, and of all the Rents 
ich were paid to Him of theſe Mannors, and their appendants, e 
meadows, and water, except the Tithes of Honey and * penny-gavels : 
that this Royal Grant was confirmed by Theobald Archbiſhop'of Canteybuyy 1138. 
But if this was fo, this Grant, like many others to which the Religious pre- 
tended, was ſuperſeded, and did not take place. | 
Ihe Monks of St.-4yftins inform us themſelves, that it was near a hun- 
dred Years after the pretended Grant of this! Church and its revenues made 
to them by K. William; that they were. pat im poſſeſſion of them, which accor- 
ding to their account, was thus effected. The greateſt part of St. Auſtins Ab- 
by having been burnt down in Auguſt 29, 1169, che Abbat and Monks on 
account of: this ſad diſaſter, ſolicited Pope Alexander. III. for ſiome augmenta- 
tion of their Eſtate to rebuild their Convent. On which the Pope, commi- 
Aerating this their Calamity, confirmed to them this Church of Faverſham for 
the rebuilding their Monaſtery, and allotted the Churches of Aenſtre in Tene; 
and Midullrton to the ſacriſtie or for the repairs of it. Phe Popeꝰ's Bull recites 
how fit it was for him to yield an eaſy aſſent to the juſt 'defires of the Peti- 
tioners, and to the bringing to eſſect thoſe wiſhes of theirs which were ſo rea- 
ſonable. A plain intimation that they had never taken effect before l There- 
fore concurring very joy fully with their juſt demands, He by the Authority 
Apoſtolical, and the Patronage of this preſent Writing, did confirm and 
ſtrengthen to them and their Monaſtery the Church of Faverſbam with the

K. F The King, as rightful Patron, preſented Simon Fita-robert Arche 


deacon of Wells, and the Archbiſhop's Vice- chancellor, who was according] 
inſtituted by the Archbiſhop, to this Church. But the Mons knowing v 
well what great things their next Nei of the Cathedral Church of the 


—_—— had done for the ſee of Rome by their obſtinacy; in oppoſing K. 
d, and what returns had been made them; and being ſenſible that every 
inſult offered to the ſecular Power was a welcome ſacrifice to che Pope, who 
was glad of any oecaſion of affronting and leſſening it, were reſolved to claim 
what they called their right, and to take the profits of this Church to their 
own uſe. Taking advantage therefore of their Neighbouthood to it, be- 
fore ever the King's Clerk could come thither to be inducted, and take poſ- 
ſeffion of the Church, the Monks ſent one Brandan a Monk of their Convent, 
and one Maſter Stephen to take Corporal poſſeſſion of the ſaid Church for 
nom. But, as they relate the ſtory, when they came, tho it was but the 
Saturday aſter the Death of Osborne the laſt mcumbenty they found Maſter 
Everard, at that time the Archdea con of Cunterbury's Official, ſitting in the 
Church Porch. Brandan, and Maſter Stephen therefore made a proteſt before 
the aid Official of the right whieh the-Abbat and Monks of St. Aupuſtin 
had in the Church of Fareyſham : and having thus made proteſtation of their 
right, they exhibited, as Thorn tells us, authentick inſtruments as well of 
the Kings William, Henry the ſecond, and Richard, as of the Archbiſhops-Theo- 
bald and Hubert : as likewiſe the Confirmation of Pope Celeſtine exproſly in- 
hibiting the Abbat and Convent to alienate the Churches of FAVERSHAM 
and MIDDLETON from their proper uſe, or upon any title of alienation to 
confer: the ſaid Churches on a ſecular perſon. By this it's plain that the Monks 
were ſenſible this their pretended right to this Church was not an undiſputed 
one. According to the account given by themſelves, the laſt incumbent was 
preſented by their Abbat Roger, at the requeſt. of K. Henry II. the preſent King's 
Farher, and was to pay ont of this Parſonage to the Abby an yearly penſion

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Keftors of this Church, an open Confeſſion that the diſpute was not ſo much 
about the Advowion or Patronage of this Church, as about its Profits or 
Great Tithes. They further tell us that their Abbat's complying with the 
King's requeſt in preſenting Osborne was not without, but againſt, the con- 
ent of the Convent. On the other hand, King inſiſted on His being 
the undoubted Patron of this R „ and that Osborne was preſented by his 
Father in his own right. And indeed this ſeems to be the truth, and that the 
Monks had no farther claim to this Church than the having paid to them 
out of the profits of it the yearly penſion before mentioned. A caſe of much 
the ſame nature we have in the foregoing Hiſtory of the Abby of FAVER- 


. SHAM:. Agar the Abbat, becauſe of a penſion granted to the Abby out 
of the Church of Luddenham by William de Luddenham, ſued his grandſon William

This Appeal of the Abbat and Monks to the lord Pope, without topping 
at any of the King's e $a as great an affront as they could offer to the 
Royal Authority, ſince it ed, as a conte of the King's Power, ſo a 
queſtioning his Juftice. But this was not all the deſpite they offered to the 
King. For when the King's Clerk came down to Faverſham to be'indutted, 
he met with ſo manful a reſiſtance, according to the Monks —_ of his 
Perſon and Inſtitution, as well in the Church as in the Parſonage houſes that 
he could never get poſſeſſion. | 
The King hearing this, wrote to the Abbat and Convent, requiring them 
inſtantly to ſuffer the Clerk which he had preſented to be inducted, and that, 
as the Monks repreſent it, whether the gift or patronage of the Church, per- 
tamed to Him or not. Upon the receipt of theſe Letters the Abbat and Con- 
vent, having deliberated what they were beft to do, ſent two of the Monks 
to the King, who was then in Normandy ; where getting admittance to His 
preſence they exhibited to Him the Conqueror's Grant of this Church to 
their Monaftery, with the ſeveral ratifications of it by the Kings of England 
his ſucceſſors, and the confirmations of. the Archbiſhops Theobald and Hubert, 
and Pope C2leſtine, and petitioned His Majeſtie that He would likewiſe con- 
firm to them this Church, as His progenitors had done, and for that purpoſe 
offered the King a large ſumm of money. But all, it ſeems, would not do; 
The King would not be moved either by entreaty or money to- yield the 
Church, but ſoon after wrote again to them, that neither Himſelf nor His 
Council were ſatisfied, by the Charters which they had exhibited before Him, 
that they had any right of collating to the Church of Fauerſbam, or of retain- 
ing the Profits of it for their own uſes; and therefore He prohibited them 
making any oppoſition to His donation of it, ſo as to hinder its taking effect;

The Archbiſhop himlclf alſo, as he paſs'd 
thro' Faverſham, refuſed the People his Bleſſing, he held them all to

e King's-juſtice, mmunity ur Faverſham coraplained in a 
lamentable letter to the Pope which they — concluded: That unleſs the 
Divine compaſſion and Roman pity ſoon came to their aſſiſtance, and endea- 
6 roured eka to correct thoſe things which by a rev power had 
been afted amiſs with reſpoſt to themielves and the Monks of St. Auftir, 
< all the people who had heard of what had been done would fall into irreme- 
© diable error, and they who hitherto had followed the Law and the Pro- 
© phets and the Goſpel, for the future would repute them all the Iuventions 
of Poets : the doſtrine of the Church would vile, and the people 
< would wholly, and not without cauſe, loſe all manner of Reyerence for the 
Roman Church, as the Archbiſhop and Archdeacon of Canterbury bad alrea- 
dy done. It's very plain from the contents of this Letter that it was penn d 
by the Menks, who thus entituled GOD to their ſecular quarrels, and would 
Fain have had it believ id that Religion it ſelf eould not ſubſiſt, if they were not 
indulged in their infolent behaviour towards their Soveraign, and the Gover- 
nours of the Church, and their avaricious humour of engroſſing to themſelves 
the Eſtates of this World. 
However, theſe appeals of the Abbat, r. from the Juſtice of their own 
natural Prince to the Pope, were very welcome to him, who was glad of eve- 
ry opportunity of confirming and enlarging his uſurpation over the Royal pow- 
er. Pope Innocent therefore immediately eſpouſed the cauſe, and diſpatched

e cognizance of and judge in it. Upon which the King iſſued LEG | 
bition to the Abbat, forbidding him to proceed in this cauſe. He likewiſe 
inhibited the Delegates commiſſioned by the Pope from acting. The Dele- 
ates ſent their excuſes to the King. On which the King ſeeing that, not- 
withftanding His prohibitions, neither would the Monks ceaſe the proſecution 
of their cauſe, nor the Delegates from executing what they call'd the Apoſto- 
lical Mandate, ordered that all the Eftates of the Abby which were held of 
Him in capite ſhould be confiſcated. On this, the Monks tell us, the King's 
"Miniſters, to whom this Commiſſion was given, like roaring lions, not only 
ſeiz'd into the King's hands the temporal poſſeſſions, but likewiſe car- 
ried away all the goods moveable and immoveable as well in the Churches as 
out of them, wherever they were to be found. But notwithſtanding all this 
"ſeeming firmneſs and refolution of the King's, the Monks at laſt gain'd their 
point: The King, by the Archbiſhop's advice, who had hitherto joined with 
him in oppoſing the Monks pretenſions, confirmed the Charters of His pre- 
deceſſors, as the Monks inſtruments are ſtiled, and that too gratis, without 
accepting the Money tendred by the Monks, and only taking a Palfry of them. 
But ſee with what infolence the Monkiſh writers treat the King in their rela- 
tion of this affair. They not only call his Miniſters the Devil's guards and 
'roaring Lions, but applaud and juſtify the Pope's Nuntio to Scotland, who 
came to St, Auſtin's Abby in his return from abroad, his celebrating Maſs at 
St. Auſtin's Tomb, and there ſolemnly excommunicating and denouncing, 
excommunicated thoſe who, 'in obedience to the King's commands, had ta- 
ken poſſeſſion of the Abby. 
By this ſtory we may ſee, that this Church is of great antiquity: however 
if the Monks charters are to be credited. Since that which they aſſerted they 
had from William the Conqueror is affirmed by them to be of as old a date 
as the very beginning almoſt of his reign. If this be ſo, this Church muſt 
4 have been here ſome time before the Conqueſt, tho? not in the fate in 
1 which we now ſee it. The Nave or Body of the Church, as appears by the 
: pillars and arches, is very antique, and ſeems to've been raiſed, with the ad- 
dition of the Croſs Iſie and Chencel, which are plainly of a different ſtructure 
from the Body. But however this be, the Abbat and Convent of St. Auſtin's 
were now acknowledged the true and undoubted Patrons of it, and to 
have the profits of it appropriated to them; and the Cure was ferved by 
| - a" Chaplain or Curate of their nomination and appointment, who had a 
- houſe allotted him; and ſuch a ftipend as the Abbat, Gr. thought fit to al- 
F | low him. This was generally very mean. Thus a writer of that time repre- 
ſents it: © Such religiouſe maken the parte of the Viker fo pore comounk,

ning and life to rule his own foul, and for 33 of benefice he may

It is added that the Vicar ſhall find the lights, Iuminayiorum onus. A Lamp 
or Candle uſed to be ſet on the High Altar, which was lighted at Canonical 
hours, or when the Prieſts ſaid Maſs. Beſides this there was the Paſchal 
Wax-taper, for which Archbp. Arundel by his Conſtitution A. D. 1305, or- 
dered the Pariſhioners to provide a Candleſtick. 

Beſides theſe expences, the Vicar was to pay the Tenths, and all other 
impoſitions which ſhould happen at any time or by any one to be laid on 
the Church of England. By which ſtems to be meant thoſe ſubſidies which 
were levied by our Princes, and the taxes required by the Pope. 

Laſtly, he was to be at the charpe of finding ruſhes to ſtrow in the Church 
in Summer time, Theſe were for the People to kneel on, there being 
then no * Pews, unleſs for the Patron, c. and were uſed to be brought into 


the Church with a great deal of ſuperſtitious ceremony. In Winter time 


there was ſtraw to kneel on, which was found by the Impropriators. 
On the other hand the Religious appropriators were obliged not only to find 
but to repair the books, veſtments, and ornaments of the Church of Faverſham, 


ſuch of them as ought to be found and repair'd by the Rectors of Churches. 


About theſe, they were ſo many and expenſive, there were often diſputes be- 
twixt the ſeveral Incumbents and Pariſhioners by whom they ſhould be provid- 
ed. Inſomuch that to prevent theſe bickerings for the future, Archbp. Win- 
chelſea, A. D. 1 30x, determined what books, veſtments, and omaments of the 
Church ſhould be found by the Pariſhioners. By this Conſtitution the Pa- 


-riſhioners were to find the Legend, Antipboner, Grail, Pſalter, Tropery, Oydinal or 


Pye, Maſs-book, and Manual. But beſides theſe there was the Breviam or For-

propriators took effeftual care that their Vicars not be overloaded. with 
either Wealth or Honour, by their putting upon them all the. expenſive bur- 
dens they could, many of which, GOD be praiſed, . they have been eaſed of 
with the Superſtition which occaſioned them.
